W ashington, February 3—(TP)— 
The first of President Hoov er's 
recom m endations for improv ing 
prohibition enforcem ent is to be 
bi ought to a v ote in the house 
this week, with all signs pointing 
to ov erwhelming approv al. 
This is the proposal to consoli­ 
date the enforcem ent unit now 
in the treasury with the prose­ 
cuting agencies of the justice de­ 
partm ent under the direction of 
the attorney general. It probably 
will be taken up 
on 
Thursday 
with four hours set aside for de­ 
bate. 
Conscious 
of

strength, the dry s are directing 
their efforts toward a v ote 
in 
both branches of congress 
011 
measures to repeal the 
eigh­ 
teenth am endm ent. In the sen ­

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WHY JAPAN WANTS BATTLESHIPS. 
There are a lot of angles to the London naval 
conference tha t arc a bit comp licated. 
There is, for instance, the p rop osal to abolish 
battleship s. 
Jap an objects to this; 
and until 
y ou look into the m atter y ou may find the Ja p ­ 
anese objection hard to understand. There is a 
simp le exp lanation, however, which mak es the 
Jap anese p osition quite logical. 
The exp lanation is this: neither B ritain nor 
the United States p ossesses a naval base in the 
far east big enough to serve dreadnaughts. 
As 
a result; Jap an k nows that neither nation could 
ever force a big naval engagem ent in Jap anese 
waters. 
Jap an, in consequence, is secure from 
attack . 
But if all battleship s were abolished, the 10,- 
0 0 0-ton cruiser would be the line-of-battle ship ; 
and the British base at Hongk ong and the Amer­ 
ican base at Manila are amp ly large enough for 
ship s of this class. 
Under those circumstances, 
Either nation could launch a naval attack on 
Jap an from a p oint close to Jap anese waters. 
Jap an, therefore, w ants to retain the battle­ 
ship . Her p osition is not hard to understand.

Pop ular sentiment has been re­ 
p orted against the guard in the 
p laces where the service lias been 
most active, climaxing sometimes in 
p ublic demonstrations and attack s 
on guardsmen off base. 
Such ad­ 
verse sentiment has been esp ecially 
p ronounced in New York , Boston, 
London 
and 
Florida. 
Outbursts 
from the p ress and other sources 
have alway s followed such occur­ 
rences as the I ’m Alone sink ing, 
the shooting up of innocent y acht­ 
ing p arties, the arrest of a coup le 
of dozen guardsmen for stealing 
and drink ing liquor in'New London, 
the three Black Duck k illings, the 
corrup tion of p oorly p aid men by 
offers of large sums and various 
abuses.

Much.of.this bias 
come about through overzeal -of 
gross malfeasance on the part of 
personnel, but much has also arisen 
from no more than the conscien- 
tious performance of duty.
